Requirements

 Art must be two dimensional, no larger than 28 inches wide by 28 inches tall by 4 inches thick 
when framed, and not weigh more than 15 pounds. It also must be original in concept, design, 
and execution (it must not violate any U.S. copyright laws). 

 The winner will be required to frame his or her artwork for display in Washington, DC.
